shall reside in the district or county for ‘which they are 
elected.” 


When I was elected I was a resident of Uinta County, 
Wyoming. About one year ago I left Wyoming and took 
up my residence in Utah, where I have resided ‘ever since. 
I have consulted a number of prominent attornevs in this 
Territory, among whom I may name Messrs. Riner and

vene, the Speaker shall have the power, and he is hereby 
authorized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any other per- 
son or persons, by him authorized, for any or all mee Pers 
absent without leave. 

DUTIES OF SPEAKER. i 

Rule 5. It shall be the general duty of the Speaker: 

t. To call the members to order, as hereinbefore 
provided. l 

2. To announce the business before the House in 
the order in which it is to be taken up. 

3. To receive and submit in proper manner, all 
motions and propositions presented by the members, and to 
announce the result. 

4. To receive messages and other communications 
from other branches of the government, and announce 
> them to the House. 

s. To authenticate by his signature, when neces- 
sary, all acts, erders and proceedings of the House. 

6. To name the members of all committees, un- 
less otherwise directed by the House. 

7. He may call any member to the chair, but such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

8. He shall have the regulation of such parts of 
the Capitol and its passages as are or may be set apart for 
the use of the House and its officers. 

9. He shall refer all matters to be committed to 
the committee most appropriate to take charge of the 
same.

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10. He shall calla member to fill the chair when- 
ever the House resolves itself into a Committee of the 
Whole. 

11. He shall preserve order and deéorum, and may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide 
points of order, subject to an appeal to the House. 

12. When the House is in Committee of the 
While, should there be any disturbance or disorderly con- 
duct in the lobby or any part of the House, the Speaker 
shall immediately resume the chair, and shall have power 
to order the House cleared until erder is restored.

The doors shall then be shut, and those 
for whom no excuse or sufficient excuses are made, may, 
by order of those present, be taken into custody as they 
appear, or may be sent fer and taken into custody by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, wherever to be found, or by a special 
messenger, to be appointed for that purpose. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE.

Rule 62. No standing rule of the House shall be re- 
scinded, changed or suspended except by a vote of at least ` 
two-thirds of the members present.

I. In every case of an amendment of a bill, joint reso- 
lution er memorial, agreed in one House and dissented 
from in the other, if either House shall request a confer- 
ence and appoint a committee to confer, the other House 
shall appoint a like committee, and such committee shall 
meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their re- 
spective chairmen, and shall confer upon the differences 
between the two Houses, and shall report as early as con- ` 
venient the result of their conference to their respective 
Houses for action. 


2.. When a message shall be sent from either House it 
shall be announced at the doer by the Doorkeeper, and 
shall be delivered to the Chair by the person by whom it 
may be sent. 


RT Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of 
propriety in each House may determine to be proper. 


4. Notice of the action of either House, to the other, 
shall be on paper, and under the signature of the Chief 
Clerk of the House from which such notice is to be con- 
veyed. 

5. A standing committee, to be Known as the Joint 
Committee on Printing, composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be from the Council and three from the House 
of Representatives, shall be appointed, the presiding officer 
of each House selecting the members to which the House 
is entitled. 


6. Every bill, joint resolution or memorial, which shall 
have passed both Houses, shall then be duly enrolled by 
the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it originated. 
It shall then be referred to the Committee on Enrolling, 
who shall carefully examine it, compare it with the en- 
grossed bill, and any amendment’ or amendments that may 
have been passed after it was engrossed; and shall correct 
anv errers that may appear in it. They shall then report - 
the result of such examination to the House in which the 
bill, joint resolution or memorial originated. 

7. After’an examination and report each bill shall be 
signed, first by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, or by the Speaker elected er appointed fro tem., then 
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by the President of the Ceuncil or by the President elected 
or appointed pro ten. 


8. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial shall have 
been thus signed, the Clerk shall endorse on the back there- 
of a certificate specifying in which House the same origi- 
nated. It shall then be presented by the committee to the 
Governor of the Territory for his approval. After having 
performed this duty, the committee shall report to the 
House in which the paper originated, the day and the hour 
of presentation to the Governor, which facts shall be en- 
tered upon the Journal of said House. Said committee is 


further empowered to report at any time to either House 
on any matter committed to it. 


9. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial which shall 
have passed in one House shall be rejected by the other, 
notice thereof shall be given to the House in which the 
same shall have been passed. 


10. When a bill, joint resolution or memorial which has 
been passed in one House shall be rejected by the other, it 
shall not be brought in again during the same session with- 
out a notice of three days, and leave of a majority of that 
House in which it shall be renewed; but the same bill, 
joint resolution or memorial- shall not be presented more 
than twice in either House. 

tz. Each House shall transmit to the other House all 


papers on which any bills, joint resolutions or memorials — 
shall be founded. 


- 12. No bill, joint resolutions or memorials that shall 
have passed the House of Representatives and Council, 
shall be presented to the Governor for his approval on the 
last two days of the session, except appropriation bills. 


13. Any document or documents proposed to be print- 
ed shall be referred to the Joint Committee on Printing, 
- who shall report thereon to the House in which such docu- 
ment or documents originated. Said committee shall con- 
fer with the Secretary of the Territory with reference to 
the printing to be done, and when any matter is referred 
by either House to said committee for the purpose of de- 
termining whether the same should be printed, the commit- 


tee shall procure the same to be printed, if in its judgment 
it is thought advisable.

In the deficiency bill passed by the last Congress, U. S. 
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at Large, Volume 25, Page gog, occurs the following par- 
agraph: “That the next Legislature Assembly of Wyo- 
ming Territory may provide by law that each subsequent 
Legislature shall convene on a fixed day in the month of 
January each following the year in which is held a general 
election for Delegate in Congress, members of the Legis- 
lature and other officers.” 


The object of this legislation is apparent upon its face in 
that it affords the authority for the Legislature now in ses- 
sion to provide for the meeting of the Legislatures to be 
hereafter elected within a reasonable time after the election 
of the members thereof. The Secretary of the Treasury, 
in forwarding his estimates to Congress, has not taken into 
consideration this provision of law, but has made the esti- 
mates as if no such law had been passed. He has request- 
ed an appropriation of $2,000, which has been usual for 
the years in which the Legislature does not meet. If the 
present Legislature of Wyoming shall exercise the power 
conferred by the paragraph recited, it will require an ap- 
propriation of Congress of about $24,000, for Legislative 
expenses of the Territory for the fiscal year commencing 
July rst, 1890, instead of the appropriation of $2,000, as set 
forth in the estimates of the Secretary of the Treasury. 


The appropriation committee of the House of Represent- 
atives already have the appropriation bills far advanced. 
There will be no difficulty in procuring the $24,000 appro- 
priation for the Legislative expenses that will be required 
in case the Legislature should provide for the meeting of 
the Legislature in January ef 1891. But it is necessary 
that the estimate therefor should be sent by the Secretary 
of the Territory at as early a dav as possible, together with 
a certified copy of such act as the Legislature may pass.

DEAR SRI have the honor to acknowledge he receipt 
of your favor, dated the 23d instant, enclosing House Res- 
olution No. 1, in which I am requested to render a written 
opinion as to the validity of Section 4213 of the Revised 
Statutes of Wyoming, which provides for a special tax upon 
the live stock of the Territory, and which is known as the 
Steck Indemnity Fund Tax; and also as to whether a 

special tax upon the. live stock of the Territory, levied for 

the purpose of the Live Stock Commission and for the 
protection of the live stock industry, would be legal and 
binding. 

After a careful examination of said Section and its ob- 
ject, as well as the law bearing upon the sae, which you 
will find in Section 1925 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, I am clearly of the opinion that Section 4213 
ef the Revised Statutes, W-voming, is plainly in conflict 
with the law of Congress and is therefore invalid. Section 
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1925 of the Revised Statutes of the United States prohibits 
the Territory of Wyeming from making any discrimination 
in taxing different kinds of property subject to taxation, and 
provides that all such property shall be taxed in proportion 
to its value. This Stock Indemnity Tax is in itself a dis- 
crimination in the taxing of different kinds of property, be- 
cause it authorizes a higher and different tax on certain live 
stock than is levied against other classes of property. No 
law can be enacted or enforced in our Territory which 
authorizes any difference in the taxing of the several classes 
of property, and the only difference which can be permiited 
in the taxation of property is that which results solely and 
only from the difference in the actual value of the property 
taxed.

To the Members of the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Eleventh Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Wyoming: 

GENTLEMEN — Your committee selected in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 6, of Chapter 54, of the Ses- 
sion Laws of 1888, to examine the accounts and records of 
the Territorial Auditor and Territorial Treasurer from the 
3oth day of September, 1888, to January 21st, 1890 (the 
date of this examination and report), and to report the re- 
sult of such examination to each House of the Eleventh 
Legislative Assembly, with such explanations and recom- 


mendations as we may deem necessary, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following as our report: 


Our examination has been critical and carefully made. 
Explanations have been demanded and required in all in- 
stances where they seemed to be essential to obtain an un- 
derstanding of the business transacted in the respective off- 
ces, and this information has been cheerfully and fully given 
to your committee. As a result, we believe we are fully 
advised upon the several subject matters and recommenda- 
tions embraced in this report. 


FIRST—THE TREASURER’S OFFICE. 


The Treasurer’s books, accounts, vouchers and receipts 
have been carefully checked, footed and examined and 
compared in detail with the corresponding transactions in 
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the Auditor’s office. They have been found correct in 
every particular. No money has been paid out except 
vpon duly accredited warrants and where balances were 
‘contained in the appropriation to pay the same. The 
Treasurer’s books show on January 21st, 1890, a total cash 
balance. on hand of $153,792.57. This amount we found 


in the Treasurer’s hands and correctly apportioned in the 
following funds: |

SECOND——THE AUDITOR’S OFFICE. 


The Auditor’s books, accounts, vouchers, bills and re- 
‘ceipts, &c., have also been carefully checked, footed and 
examined, and they were found correct in all instances. 
No warrant has been drawn without a corresponding 
voucher and, so far as vour committee could ascertain, no 
warrant has been issued without express authority of law. 
The balance of cash, as shown by the Auditor’s.books, on 
the 21st day of January, 1890, is $141,942.31. This differ- 
ence in cash balances between the Auditor’s and Treasu- 
rer’s accounts is occasioned by two causes: 


rst. There are warrants issued and not yet presented to 
the Treasurer for payment, to the amount of $434.85. 
_2nd. That the Territorial Treasurer’s duplicate receipt, 


issued to Fremont County, has not yet been returned to the 
Auditor by the Treasurer of said county. 


THIRD—THE CAPITOL BUILDING FUND. 


We find that there is now in the Capitol Building Fund: 


Balance from Treasurer’s books ............. $10,576.73

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Of this amount, only $827.61 is subject to use by the 
Capitol Building Commission. This leaves a large surplus 
in this fund. There exists, however, a deficiency in this 
Commission of $7,065.63, which will be laid before you by 
the Capitol Building Commission in a report which is about 
to be submitted to His Excellency, and which he will trans- 
mit no doubt to the Legislature, explaining this deficiency 
in detail. ‘This surplus having been realized from the re- 
sult of the direct taxation for the capitol by virtue of the 
act of 1888, your committee are of the opinion should not 
be diverted from the purposes for which it was raised. 
There are two demands that can and should be met from 
this fund; one the deficiency and the other certain interest 
demands due to the contractor and hereafter more particu- 
larly explained. If any balance is remaining in this fund 
after these two matters are provided for, your committee 
recommend such legislation as will render the balance of 


the fund available for the furnishing, equipping and care of 
the capitol building. 


FOURTH—-BOND TAXES. 


We find that there is one fund on hand known as “Insane 
Asylum Tax,” of $5,563.79. This amount. has been real- 
ized from the law requiring a levy to meet the interest on 
the Insane Asylum Bonds. No interest is due on these 
bonds and the funds on hand are sufficient to meet the in- 
terest payments on these bonds for nearly three vears to 
come. In the Territorial Bond Tax account there is also 
on hand $7,041.76. This amount has been realized from 
- the law requiring a levy to be made to meet the interest on 
all other territorial bonds, viz., Capitol, University and 
Public Buildings. Your committee can see no good reason 
why there should be two separate bond interest funds and 
two separate bond levies, and we therefore recommend that 
the law be so amended that these two funds be consolidat- 
ed if possible and that hereafter but one tax be levied and 


collected for the purpose of meeting the interest accruing 
on Territorial bonds of every nature. 


FIFTH—TREASURER’S COMMISSIONS. 


The Treasurer of the Territory has now due him a large 
sum of money for commissions, under the law, which con- 
w g ahs 
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stitutes a large portion of his salary, and which cannot be 
paid to him for the reason that the appropriation is exhaust- 
ed. ‘This deficiency amounts up to March 31st, 1890 (and 
a large portion—nearly all, in fact—is now due), to about 
$1,200. We recommend ‘an immediate appropriation of 
twelve hundred dollars on this account for the fiscal year 
ending March 31st, £890. The money is justly due to the 
Treasurer, is on hand, and no good reason exists why it 
should not be paid at once. 


SIXTH—FURNITURE—AUDITOR’S OFFICE. 


The furniture in the Auditor’s office and vault consists of 
one arm chair, a ricketty, useless eld desk, a seal and a cus- 
pidore. All the other furniture of the office is private 
property of the Auditor and his deputy. An old carpet 
belonging to the Territory has been resurrected some vhere, 
not large enough to cover one room, but with which the 
present Auditor is satisfied, so he says. The demands on 
the Auditor’s Contingent Fund have been so great—and 
they certainly will not be less in the future—and the Con- 
tingent Fund has been so small that no furniture could be 
had. This Jeffersonian simplicity of the furniture of the 
Auditor’s office is very handsome in theory, ‘but the volume 
of business transacted “in this office certainly justifies a more 
liberal allowance to the Auditor’s Contingent Fund, and we 
recommend that this Assembly make some reasonable ap- 
propriations for the furnishing of this office, and also for 
the proper transaction of the routine business of this office 
with some degree of comfort and convenience. 


SEVENTH—INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The examination of the Insurance Commissioner’s record 
developed the fact that the law regulating insurance com- 
panies doing business in this Territory. has been conscien- 
tiously and impartially enforced and with good results. In 
the assets of these companies we note an increase of West- 
ern State, county and municipal securities, and we find from 
their reports and statements made to our Insurance Com- 
missioner, that these companies are disposing of their Gov- 
ernment bonds and aré replacing them with the bonds of 
our new States and other Western securities. Frequent 
requests are being received at the Auditor’s office for copics 
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of the report of our Insurance Commissioner. ‘These re- 
quests come from insurance companies, loan and trust com- 
panies, capitalists, &c., who are directly interested in the 
Insurance Department. Other States and Territories are 
furnishing our Insurance Commissioner with their published 
reports—on this department and asking for exchanges. 
None of these requests can be complied with, because our 
Insurance Commissioner’s report is not published. We 
recommend that at least 500 copies of the Insurance Com- 
missioner’s annual report be published by the Territory. 


EIGHTH—-DOUBLE AND ERRONEOUS ASSESSMENTS. 


Owing to the press of other business, your committee 
have been unable to examine with sufficient care the Jaw 
relative to rebates for double and erroneous assessments, 
but our examination has been sufficient to convince us that 
some radical changes are needed in that direction to re- 
move the present uncertainty of the Territorial revenue 
which results from the claims of this nature—if it does not 

call for the abolishing of the entire system of rebates on 
account of double and erroneous assessments from the Ter- 
ritory to the counties. Your committee have been unable 
to arrive at any practical solution of this difficulty, and we 
recommend that this question be referred to a select com- 
mittee to make inquiry into this and other questions con- 
nected with the Territorial revenue, and especially the suits 


now pending and growing out of these claims above men- 
tioned. 


NINTH—SALE OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY OF TERRITORY. 


Appropriations have been made from time to time for’ 
the purchase of safes, horses, harness and other personal 
property for the use of Territorial offices and officers. No 
provision of law is made for the sale of this class of proper- 
ty when it has become useless for the purposes for which 
it has been purchased. The Territory now has quite an 
accumulation of this class of property. A law should be 


framed to meet this and a board constituted to condemn | 
and sell such property. 


TENTH—PUBLISHING REPORTS OF AUDITOR AND TREASURER. 


In making our examination, your committee have become 
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thoroughly convinced that at least the Auditor’s and Treas- 
urer’s reports should be published, and a copy should be 
mailed to each member of the Legislature at least thirty 
days before the convening of the Assembly. It may be 
that it would be both wisdem and economy to make this 
recommendation with reference to the.reports of all Terri- 
torial officers, but in the opinion of your committee this 
should be done with reference to the reports of the Auditor 
and Treasurer in any event. This could not but result in 
more intelligent legislation on the fiscal affairs of the Terri- 
tory, which certainly requires the most painstaking atten- 
tion of any Legislative Assembly. 


ELEVENTH—TREASURER’S RECEIPTS. 


The present law requires the Territorial Treasurer to 
issue to the several county treasurers his duplicate receipt 
for taxes received from the several counties. This dupli- 
cate receipt is mailed to the county treasurers and by the 
county treasurer is mailed to the Auditor. Not until this 
duplicate is received by the Auditor is the money charged 
to the Territorial Treasurer on the books of the Auditor. 
Your committee can see no good reason why these receipts 
should not be issued in triplicate and one copy delivered by 
the Treasurer to the Auditor forthwith upon the receipt of 
the money, so that the Auditor may at orce charge the 
Treasurer with the funds. Your committee recommend 
that the law be so changed as to require this to be done. 


TWELFTH— INTEREST ON CAPITOL WARRANTS. 


The attention of your committee has been called to a dif- 
ference of opinion between the Auditor and the Capitol 
Building Commission as to -the interpretation of the law 
passed by the Tenth Legislative Assembly providing for 
the issuance of warrants on the Capitol Building Fund. 
The matter has been before the courts~and has been ad- 
justed there, but only in part. The warrants drawn on the 
Capitol Building Fund were drawn witheut interest. This 
was contrary to the representations made by the members 
of the Capitol Building Commission to the bidders and con- 
trary to the understanding of the bidders. Your committee 
are also of the opinion that it was contrary to the intention 
of the Tenth Legislative Assembly. The difficulty is that 
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the law does not clearly and explicitly show that intention. 
The contractor could not negotiate his warrants in Denver, 
as he had arranged to do without discount, under the ex- 
pectation that the warrants would be the usual interest 
bearing warrants. They were negotiated in Cheyenne and 
at a discount of twelve per cent. This discount amounted 
to $1,869.35; in short, the contractor received nearly 
$2,000 less for his work than the contract price of the 
building. In addition to this amount, he lost the interest on 
the discounts that he was compelled to pay in order to pro- 
cure the cash necessary to carry on so large an undertak- 
ing. This committee have had before them the Treasurer, 
Deputy Auditor, Capitol Building Commission, bankers 
and contractor, and have thoroughly examined into the 
whole matter. Jt would be a just and equitable thing, per- 
haps, under all the circumstances, that the contractor should 
be paid the entire sum of $1,869.35 from the surplus in the 
Capitol Building Fund, but your committee do not feel jus- 
tified in making that recommendation, preferring to leave 
that te the good judgment of the individuals composing the 
Eleventh Legislative Assembly, and without expressing 
our own determination as to whether we would, as individ- 
uals, support it or not. But this we are agreed upon: The 
contractor should be paid by the Territory the amount of 
interest that he would have received had the warrants been 
drawn and issued with an ‘interest bearing clause, as the 
accredited agents of the Territory informed him that they 
would be. We have had the Treasurer prepare for us a 
list of these warrants, together with a computation of inter- 
est on each warrant (not paid in cash when presented) 
from the time of its presentation for payment up to the time 
when there was money in the treasury to pay the same. 
The sum total of this interest amounts to $964.42, and 
should be immediately paid to the contractor, and we there- 
fore recommend the passage of a law requiring the pay- 
ment to be made from the Capitol Building Fund. 


THIRTEENTH—COMMENDATION OF OFFICERS. 


Your committee deem the management of the offices of 
the Treasurer and the Auditor, and the work done by them 
and their efficient deputies in their respective offices, de- 
serving of special mention and commendation, not only for 


te 
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the neatness, order and system displayed in the mere me- 
chanical work, but also for the conscientious and faithful 
observance ef existing laws controlling their offices, some 
of which, especially in the Auditor’s department, have been 
recognized as imperfect and entirely inadequate. 


F OURTEENTH— REPEAL OF LAW CONSTITUTING THIS 
COMMITTEE. : 


Your committee have performed the work delegated to 
them under Section 6, Chapter 54, of the Session Laws of 
1888, as thoroughly 4s they could, but they respectfully 
submit that if their recommendations relative to the printing

asylum at Evanston, and other public buildings, made the 
following report: 


CHEYENNE, Wyromine, February 14th, 1890. 


To the President of the Council and Speaker of the House 
of Representatives of the Eleventh Legislative Assenbly: 


Your committee, to whom was referred the matter of 
visiting and inspecting the insane asylum at Evanston, the 
penitentiary at Rawlins and the university at Laramie, beg 


leave to report that they have perfermed their duties and 
submit the following: 


HALL oF THE ELEVENTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY, 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


We inspected the insane asylum theroughly with a view 
of ascertaining the manner in which the asylum was con- 
ducted, the treatment that the patients received; and upon 
that, and the general management of the institution by the 
superintendent in charge, your committee were entirely sat- - 
isfied. We found the building carefully clean and the 
health and general bodily comfort of the unfortunates 
looked after with as much-.care as was possible. The food 
is sufficient and well cookéd, and the general surroundings 
of the patients made as cheerful as the circumstances would” 
permit. Upon the general management of the asylum, so 
far as the care and treatment of the inmates are concerned, 
your committee have nothing but praise. There were 
fifteen patients in the asylum—eight males and seven fe- 
males—and their several cases are, with perhaps one or 
two exceptions, practically chronic and incurable; but there 
are one or two patients whose insanity is of such a nature 
that they are not dangerous to society; but on the propriety 
of their incarceration at the asylum, your committee express 
no opinion—not feeling themselves qualified so to de. The 
asylum building, including the residence of the superintend-. 
ent, has cost to date $69,453.04, as shown by the following 


statement furnished to us by the clerk of the building com- 
mission :

The asylum building is a large one; the residencevof the 
superintendent standing near it is certainly a very large and 
expensive structure, when its use is taken into consideration, 
and undoubtedly a much smaller and less expensive build- 
ing for a superintendent’s residence would have answered 
the purposes of the institution. The money has been spent 
that was raised for the purpose, and still the superintend- 
ent’s residence is not paid for. Your committee express no 
opinion as to the authority of the commission to exceed the 
appropriations; it has been done; balances on the residence 
are,now due, and we give you the amounts of the same in 
the two following tables, showing for what specific purposes 
the deficiency exists:

Note by the committee: 


First payment made May 8th, 1889; the interest charge 
was figured from about that time; in making appropriations 
to pay this bill, provision must be made so that Fiero. & 
Anderson, the contractors, will not be paid the full amount 
of this interest—$337.05. In addition to what has already 
been shown, there is plenty of space in the asylum building 
proper for the residence of the superintendent. 

In the Tenth Legislative Assembly, a law was passed 
re-enacting Section 1899 of the Revised Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, relative to the support of the insane at Evanston (see 
page 180, Session Laws of 1888) By this enactment an 
attempt was made to require the several counties to send 
their insane to the insane asylum at Evanston and to require 
the several counties to pay the expenses of maintaining the 
institution in proportion to the number of their patients. 
This law was defective in its application. Albany county 
refused to send her insane to Evanston, and all the counties 
having patients there have refused to pay the amounts due 
for the maintenance of their insane, with the, exception of 
Fremont, Crook and Uinta, and that is not the worst of it 
—there seems to be no law by which they can be compelled. 
to pay. The result of this law has been disastrous, and the 
institution has been able to keep open only by the exertion 
of the superintendent, the forbearance of their employes 
and the confidence of the merchants and others in and 
about Evanston that the Legislative Assembly would do 
something to right this wrong and to supplement the de- 
fective statute of the Tenth Assembly above referred to. 
The amounts due and paid by the counties up to the 31st 
day of December, 1889, is shown by the following table.

In preparing the tables and figures for this report, a 
small discrepancy is found in two instances. Fremont 
County was not credited with the amount paid by her in 
making up the statement (from May roth) of amounts paid 
by counties—a little less than $100; and the cash account 
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of the superintendent does not quite agree with the figures 
of another table, owing to latter entries not being brought 
up to date. This portion of ọur report we suggest be 
turned over to the Committee on Ways and Means; and 
that Dr. W. A. Hocker, superintendent of the asylum, who 
has offered to do so, be requested to come to Cheyenne 
and appear before the Committee on Ways and Means (the 
Council and House committees being joined, or a sub-com- 
mittee appointed from their number,) and that Dr. Hocker 
be requested to bring with him all the buoks, bills and ac- 
counts of the asylum; and that a bill be framed at once to 
meet the overdue accounts of the asylum for help and sup- 
ples. The committee call your attention to the fact that 
Mrs. Rundel, the female attendant who keeps the female 
ward clean, and attends the female patients, only receives 
$35 a month for her services (and as a matter of fact she 
does not receive that, because there is no money available 
to pay it) as emphasizing this recommendation. It reflects 
but little credit on the Territory that this shameful state of 
affairs should exist, so far as the help are concerned, who 
have been forced to borrow money at 12 per cent. per 
annum on which to live because they could secure no money 
for their wages as employes in an institution bearing the 
name Territorial insane asylum. ‘To be sure, the superin- 
tendent has issued certificates to these employes that so 
much is due them, but by experience the employes find that. 
these certificates can not be used even as collateral. From 
_ the facts and figures herewith submitted, your committee 
draw the conclusion that $1,000 a month will be required 
to support and maintain the Territorial insane asylum. 

In reference to the effect of altitude upon insane patients, 
your committee have made a careful inquiry into that ques- 
tion and are entirely at sea; the fact seems to be that there 
are no authoritative statements contained in medical works 
about it and that it is entirely an experimental question, and 
your committee have no more knowledge about it than 
when their inquiry upon that subject was first commenced. 

The serious questions connected with the Territorial in- 
sane asylum have prempted your committee te enter into . 
this specific explanation about the condition of affairs at 
that institution, and as the many questions that arise are 
difficult of solution, your committee feel that it would ‘be 
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presumption on their part to undertake any more recom- 


mendations than they have—this Legislature know all that 
we do. . . 


THE PENITENTIARY. 

The penitentiary building at Rawlins is a building with- 
out a roof, saving the disconnected boiler house. It would 
be, if completed, a beautiful structure. Its estimated cost 
was $100,000, and $70,000 is needed to complete it; 
$35,000 is the estimate for finishing up the outside walls of 
the main building; the wing to contain the cells, and which 
is now only brought up to the foundation; and to cover 
the buildings. The location of the building, and ef the 
town of Rawlins as a site for the penitentiary, is a good 
choice. As to what shall be done in the way of appropria- 
tions to continue the building, this Assembly can judge as 
well as your committee and probably better; certainly it is 
no use or benefit in the unsightly condition in which it now 
is, and your committee fully sympathize with the general 
feeling of the citizens of the flourishing city of Rawlins, 
that, left as it is, the Territory is securing absolutely no 
benefit from the $30,000 of Territorial funds already invest- 
ed init. Certainly, the balance should be used (see report 
of Building Commission) in putting a temporary roof over 
the structure to preserve the work already done. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Legislature having in a body visited this institution, 
but little need be said by your committee; it in common 
with other public institutions has numerous “needs and ne- 
cessities,” as the reports of these several institutions show. 
How far this Assembly shall supply these wants is a ques- 
tion of great importance to the “Territory in its present con- 
dition, financially and otherwise. 


The following requests of the faculty seem to be necessi- 
ties that the Territory is not justified in refusing to grant to 
them, if we have any pride in the efficient work of our 
university: In the mathematical. gmical_ depart- 
ment, a telescope and its mountings should be had at a cost 
of $1,100. The library should have an appropriation of 
$1,000 for reference books and $37.50 fer cases at least; 
some few more maps and charts are needed at a cost of 
about $100. For fitting up the laboratory and providing 
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some additional apparatus, $1,000 should be appropriated. 

A valuable museum can be obtained upon an expenditure 
of $1,500 for cases. Upon this question your committee 
are in possession of some private papers too voluminous to 
be embraced in this report, but which our chairman will lay 
‘before any committee of the Legislature to whom this sub- 
ject may be referred. The board of trustees are indebted 
to A H. Andrews & Co., of Chicago, for furniture and 
supplies furnished for the use of the university and by the 
trustees deemed absolutely necessary, in the sum of $845.85 
and interest, necessitating the appropriation of $913.50, 
which will have to be made; $2,500 will also be required 
to pay teachers, in addition to the sum realized by the Uni- 
versity Income Tax. (This estimate is based upon a year’s 
appropriation; your committee assuming that the Legisla- 
ture will convene in January, 1891.) 


CONCLUSION. 


Your committee have thought it best to lay before this 
Assembly the facts as we found them and to make no rec- 
ommendations except fer such items as seemed absolutely 
necessary. ‘There are many things which are desirable, 
and which your committee would take pleasure in recom- 
mending if the Territory had the means to do all that was 
desired. Our report, taken in connection with the reports 
of the boards of the insane asylum, penitentiary and uni- 
versity, puts your honorable bodies in possession of all the 
facts It is not within the prevince of this committee to go 
back into the past and comment upon the necessity and ex- 
pediency of starting these several institutions (including the 
Lander poor farm). Your committee can only say that as 
individuals we are ready to share with you the responsibil- 
ity of the decision of the question,

It is unwise, in the opinion of your committee, to specifi- 
cally repeal certain Sections of the Revised Statutes, leav- 
ing others bearing directly or indirectly upon the same 
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subject to be impliedly repealed. We therefore recommend 
the general repealing clause which accompanies this report. 
We also recommend the following amendments: 


Amend Section 2 as follows: Strike out all after the fig- 
ure “2,” on line 13 of the engrossed bill, up to and includ- 
ing the figures “1189” on line 15. 


Amend Section 4 as follows: Strike out all after the fig- 
ure “4,” on line 7 of the engrossed bill, up to and including 
the figures “3965” on line 9. Add to Section 4 the follow-- 
ing: “For which services he shall receive three dollars per 
day for the time actually employed in making such separate 
assessment roli, which sum shall be paid out of the treasury 
of each district so assessed.

GENTLEMEN—I cannot give my assent to House En- 
rolled Act:No. 22, entitled “An act to amend and re- -enact 
Section 2567 of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, etc.,’ 
and herewith I return the same without my approval. The 
proposed act is intended to repeal Subdivision 4 of the Sec- 
tion ndmed. This subdivision as it now stands contains two 
provisions relating to obtaining a trial by jury in the District 
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Court: hes that such jury shall be demanded at the begin- 
ning of the term on the call of the docket; and second, that 


the party demanding this mode of trial shall deposit a.jury 
fee of twelve dollars. 


I would assent to a law abolishing the jury fee and which 
would give to every litigant the benefit of a jury trial with- 
out the payment of any fee; but this act goes much further 
and dispenses with the demand for a jury trial now re- 
quired to be made at the beginning of the term. 


The purpose in requiring those desiring a jury trial to 
make a request to that effect on the call of the docket is to 
enable the court to so arrange the order of trials that those 
cases requiring the attention and services of a jury may 
come in close succession and thus avoid the attendance of a 
jury during the entire term. 


Under this act herewith returned, a litigant is entitled to 
a trial by iury without having given any previous intimation 
to that effect, and this would necessitate the attendance of a 
petit jury during all, or the greater portion, of the entire 
term of court. Being composed of twenty-four men, the 
continued attendance of this jury would entail very great 
and increased expense on several of the counties. It should 
always be so arranged that the many expenses of our- courts 
should be reduced to the lowest amount consistent with a 
due administration of the law. A litigant can easily deter- 
mine when his case is reached upon a call of the docket 
whether he desires a trial by jury, and, it being inconvenient 
for him to make his desires known at that time, the public 
interests should be heeded by providing that a failure to 
ask for a jury upon the call of the docket shall amount to 
a waiver of a jury trial. It seems to me that this act will 
unnecessarily increase the expenses of our courts.

WuEREAS, The time of this session of the Legislative ~ 
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Assembly, as limited by law, is now about to expire, and 
will expire befere any other or further action can be taken 
by this House: Therefore, be it 

fresolved, That this House is not and cannot be responsi- 
ble for any failure-on the part of the Legislature to enact a 
general appropriation bill, but the same must rest wholly 
upon the Council. And be it further 

Resolved, That this House does now adjourn sine die.
